T he National Democratic party is 
what the sound money Democrats will 
call their new org anization, to dis­ 
ting uish it from the populistic portion 
thin named Bry an for president. 


T he Populist and Democratic con­ 
ventions for this leg islative district 
have both been called to meet in 
Little Falls on Thursday , Septem ber 
loth. 
A fusion deal is anticipated. 


T he wag e-earner who votes to g et 
his pay in dollars that will be worth 
only as much as the Mex ican dollar, 
or about 53 centu, deserves the reduc­ 
tion that he will g et if free silver is 
successful. 


C ons i de b i no 
its effect on wag es, the 
free coinag e of silver can justly be 
called a g ig autic scheme to reduce 
wag es, which y ears of org anization 
and many strikes and lock-outs have 
broug ht to the present living basis. 


A 
m ont h ag o the counters of the 
banks in this city contained big piles 
of g old coin, and g old was usually 
paid out to customers on checks, uu- 
less paper money was especially asked 
for. 
Now, owing to the hoarding of 
g old by individuals, because of the 
possibility of the election of Bry an 
and the conseq uent reduction of our 
currency to a silver standard, not a 
piece of g old is in sig ht or is paid out. 
When McKinley is elected in Novem­ 
ber, as he surely will be, g old will 
ag ain circulate freely . 


T he advocates of sound money in 
the coming cootest, if snccessful, will 
not g ain any thing but the satisfaction 
of knowing that the honor of the 
nation has been preserved. 
It is true, 
also, that by success a panic will be 
prevented and the purchasing power 
of our circulating medium will not be 
impaired, but no one will g ain any ­ 
thing that they do not now possess. 
On the other hand the advocates of 
the free coinag e of silver, the silver 
barons, ex pect to increase their hold­ 
ing s by cheating their creditors and 
compelling the purchase of their sil­ 
ver at an increased price. 
Who, then, 
is animated by g reedy self-interest in 
this contest? 
The one desires to up­ 
hold the honor of the country , and 
the other wants to increase his fortune 
by repudiation and robbsry . 
There 
is no doubt about who will be success­ 
ful in such a contest. 


We are g lad that g old has g one 
out of circulation, so that the people 
can see just what the silver dollars 
■re worth when they cannot be ex ­ 
chang ed for g old. 
We have been 
told all along by the g old standard 
men that as soon as silver dollars 
could not be ex chang ed for g old they 
would fall in value to fifty -three cents. 
We said they would not? 
Who was 
rig ht?—Journal. 
The above is the veriest nonsense. 
We still have a g overnment that is 
maintaing the parity of metals, and 
will do so as long as Mr. Cleveland 
holds office, no m atter if he has to 
issue bonds ag ain aud ag ain as the 
law directs. 
Gold is g oing from cir­ 
culation just as fast as people who 
have money to spare can g et a hold 
of it, not because it ia more valuble 
now but because it will be if a g ov­ 
ernment is elected that will briug 
about conditions that the parity of 
onr metals cannot be maintained. 
The g overnment now has one hun­ 
dred million in g old which it is ex ­ 
chang ing freely for treasury notes, 
one form of aily er money , and g reen­ 
backs, that by law have g ot to be re­ 
issued at par as fast as taken in, hence 
the flow of g old from the treasury in­ 
to circulation is unceasing . 
Besides 
the monthly ex penses of the g ove n- 
ment are over forty millions which will 
be paid in g old if demanded. 
If the 
g old reserve should be entirely de­ 
pleted or could not be renewed by 
bond issue, then silver will drop to 
its commercial value, and not until. 
Silver has now the pame purchasing 
power as the g reenback or treasury 
notes which are redeemable in g old 
honce it has a g old value. 
When 
there is no more g old to redeem the 
g reenback or treasury Dote, or it is 
not paid out for services if demanded, 
then all our currency will shrink to 
the commercial value of silver, for 
silver will then be the only redemp­ 
tion money we will have. 
The larg e 
banks have put up many millions of 
g old to the g overnment lately to as­ 
sist it in maintaining g old redem p-! 
tion and keep silver at par, and silver 
will remain at par until the reserve 
ia ex hausted or cauDot be renewed, 1 
which it could not be under free sil­ 
ver. 


How It Would Affect Us. 
The q uestion is often asked how 
the free 
and 
unlimited 
coinag e 
of silver would effect the country . 
The best way to answer that q uestion 
is to refer to the ex perience of those 
countries that are 
or have been 


lv in favor of paper money , which is 
more economical, and the fluctua­ 
tions of which would only depeud on 
the prudence of our g overnment, 
while the fluctations of silver depends 
upon causes over which we have 
abtolutely no control. 
It is irapos- 
on a silver basis. 
Chili, the most pro- affile, then, for us, however much we 
g ressive country in South America, 
has recently abandonded the silver 
for the g old standard, the reason for 
which will be seen in the following 
statement made by the minister of 
finance 
oq the q uestion: 
“Ag riculturists, the owuers of cer­ 
tain industries, aud speculators have 
escaped more or less the inclined 
plane of the depreciation 
of our 
money , but the majority of Chileans 
have reached at this moment an un­ 
endurable aud precarious situation. 
Laborers have seen their wag es in­ 
creased, but their habitations, food 
and clothing have increased in price 
in the same or in g reater proportion 
to their wag es. 
Artisans and small 
tradesmen have seen the cash value 
of their products dimmish iu the 
same manner. 
Today they earn two 
pesos with paper money aud the sil­ 
ver standard, where y esterday they 
earned one, but the two pesos today 
represeut.tweuty -six pence, and the 
former peso was worth forty -five. The 
same has happened to all tradesmen 
and m anufacturers who, 
althoug h 
they have sold their produce at prices 
apparently hig h, have, on tho other 
hand, produced or boug ht at an ex ag ­ 
g erated cost on account of the de­ 
preciation of money . 
“The situation has been more serious 
still for those people who havd not 
been able to indemnify themselves 
even in part for ihe looses which they 
have suffered by tho depreciation of 
paper. 
All those who at the period 
of the emission of paper mouey had 
capital invested for long periods ffi 
mortg ag es, bank stock and g overn­ 
ment bonds, were the creditors for the 
g old peso of 45 pence and received in­ 
terest iu the same coin. 
For these 
people every penny less iu the value 
of the pa(>er peso has meant u loss of 
2 | per cent of their former capital. 
When ex chang e reached 22£ pence 
they lost 50 per cent aud with ttie ex ­ 
chang e at 15 per cent they only per- 
served one-third of 
their 
former 
fortunes. 


ON THE VERDE OF STARVATION. 


“The salaries of the immense ma­ 
jority of the g overnment officials of 
every class have remained fix ed at the 
same rate as when they were paid in 
the happy times of g old. 
As the 
money iu which they are today paid 
is worth less than one-third of what it 
was then worth, they have 
been 
oblig ed to reduce their uecessities in 
eq ual proportion, and today , with an 
ex chang e of 13 pence it is no ex ag ­ 
g eration to say that they are on the 
verg e of starvation. 
Some specula­ 
tors profit by the situation, but the 
day laborer, the artisan, those who 
ex ercise the liberal professions, the 
entire class of public aud private em ­ 
ploy es who live on their incomes or 
pensions, the holders of mortg ag es, 
the owuers of bank stock, tradesmen, 
etc., are today in desperate straits 
owing to the depreciation of their 
wag es, salaries, incomes and pensions, 
aud the enormous increase in the price 
of the necessities of life.” 
In the debate in the Chilean con­ 
g ress which preceded the adoption of 
the resumption act not a siug le plea 
was offered iu behalf of the siug le 
silver standard. 
Senor Errazuriz 
made a convincing speech, in which 
he stated the arg ument ag ainst the 
white metal in the following cog ent 
terms: 
“We are in a country which pro­ 
duces silver in abundance, while we 
only produce g old in very small 
q uantities. The neig hboring countries 
likewise produce enormous q uantities 
of silver, and the industries based up­ 
on this metal help our own industries. 
We owe to silver a g reat part of our 
prosperity , and we ex pect still more 
from it. 
It may be, therefore, said 
that we oug ht to tone it, g ive it value, 
make it our money . 
But iu spite of 
all this, this sy stem does not suit as. 
Silver coinag e corresiionds to another 
stag e of civilization, to restricted ne­ 
cessities of trade—a condition which, 
happily , is no long er ours. 
Transac­ 
tions are impossible in a coin in which 
1,000 pesos weig h 25 kilog rams. 
The 
adoption of silver currency would con­ 
duct us inevitably to the admission of 
bank notes iu the custom-house, g ov­ 
ernmentoffices and wherever there is 
movement of funds of any im port­ 
ance. 
It would not be possible to re­ 
ceive import duties in cartloads. Nor 
would it be advisable to contract for 
carts to carry the president of the re­ 
public his monthly salary .

Afraid of American Silver. 


Chicag o, Aug . 12.—William Elroy 
Curtis, who is makiug a tour throug h 
Canada, wires the Record that the 
boy cott of American silver is g eneral, 
althong h up to ten day s ag o it was 
circulated at par along with the Cana­ 
dian com, and none thoug ht of mak­ 
ing a distinction. 
In the street cars, 
th* shops, the hotels, railway stations, 
restaurants, news stands and saloons, 
cards are prominently display ed with 
the inscription: 
“No American silver 
taken here.” 
The boy cott ex tends 
even to the newsboy s, bootblacks aud 
hackmen. aud is entirely due to the 
Chicag o platform and the fear of 
Bry an’s election. 
A few shopkeepers 
in Toronto and Montreal are try ing 
to use the boy cott to work up a trade 
and display cards reading : “American 
silver taken here at par.” 
These peo­ 
ple nse it to pay bills in trade with 
the United States. 
Silver certificates 
are also tabooed. 
Curtis tried to g et 
a Blaud dollar turned into small 
chang e at several Montreal banks, but 
met a refusal in each case. 
Until the 
boy cott the averag e taking s id of 
American silver by the Bank of Mou- 
treal and the Canadian Bauk of Com­ 
merce averag ed $ 50,000 or £ 60,000 
weekly .

Bbtan’s New York speech was a 
mighty poor second rate free silver 
argument. It was a flat failure. 


The National Democratic party is 
what the sound money Democrats will 
call their new organization, to dis­ 
tinguish it from the populists portion 
thai named Bryan for president. 


Th* Populist and Democratic con­ 
ventions for this legislative district 
have both been called to meet in 
Little Falls on Thursday, September 
10th. A fusion deal is anticipated. 


Thi wage-earuer who votes to get 
his pay in dollars that will be worth 
only aa much as the Mexican dollar, 
or shoat 63 cents, deserves the redac­ 
tion that he will get if free silver ie 
successful. 


C o n s id e r in g its effect on wages, the 
froe coinage of silver can justly be 
called a gigantic scheme to reduce 
wages, which years of organization 
and many strikes and lock-onta have 
brought to the present living basis. 


A m o n th ago the counters of the 
banks in this city contained big piles 
of gold coin, and gold was usually 
paid oat to customers on checks, un­ 
less paper money was especially asked 
for. 
Now, owing to the hoarding of 
gold by individuals, because of the 
possibility of the election of Bryan 
and the consequent reduction of our 
currency to a silver standard, not a 
piece of gold is in sight or is paid out. 
When McKinley is elected in Novem­ 
ber, as he Barely will be, gold will 
again circulate freely. 


The advocates of sound money in 
the coming contest, if successful, will 
not gain anything but the satisfaction 
of knowing that the honor of the 
nation has been preserved. It is true, 
also, that by success a panic will be 
prevented and the purchasing power 
of our circulating medium will not be 
impaired, but no one will gain any­ 
thing that they do not now possess. 
On the other hand the advocates of 
the free coinage of silver, the silver 
barons, expect to increase their hold­ 
ings by cheating their creditors and 
compelling the purchase of their sil­ 
ver at an increased price. Who, then, 
is animated by greedy self-interest in 
this contest? The one desires to up­ 
hold the honor of the country, and 
the other wants to increase his fortune 
by repudiation and robbery. 
There 
is no doubt about who will be success­ 
ful in each a contest. 


We are glad that gold has gone 
out of circulation, so that the people 
can see just what the silver dollars 
are worth when they cannot be ex­ 
changed for gold. We have been 
told all along by the gold standard 
men that as soon as silver dollars 
could not be exchanged for gold they 
woald fall in value to fifty-three conte. 
We said they would not? 
Who was 
right?—Journal. 
The above is the veriest nonsense. 
We still haves government that is 
maintains the parity of metals, and 
will do so as long as Mr. Cleveland 
holds office, no matter if he has to 
irfsne bonds again and again as the 
law directs. Gold is going from cir-' 
ciliation just as fast as people who 
have money to spare can get a hold 
of it, not because it is more voluble 
now, but because it will be if a gov­ 
ernment is elected that will bring 
about conditions that the parity of 
our metals cannot be maintained. 
The government now has one hun­ 
dred million in gold which it is ex­ 
changing freely for treasury notes, 
one form of silver money, and green­ 
backs, that by law have got to be re­ 
issued at par as fast as taken in, hence 
the flow of gold from the treasury in­ 
to circulation is unceasing. 
Besides 
the monthly expenses of the gove> n- 
ment are over forty millions which will 
be paid in gold if demanded. If the 
gold reserve should be entirely de­ 
pleted or could not be renewed by 
bond issue, then silver will drop to 
its commercial value, aud not until. 
Silver has now the same purchasing 
power as the greenback or treasury 
notes which are redeemable in gold 
frappe it has a gold value. 
When 
there is no more gold to redeem the 
greenback or treasury note, or it is 
not paid out for services if demanded, 
then all our currency will shrink to 
the commercial value of silver, for 
silver will then be the only redemp­ 
tion money we will have. 
The large 
banks have put up many millions of 
gold to the government lately to as­ 
sist it in maintaining gold redemp­ 
tion and keep silver at par, and silver 
will remain at par until the reserve 
is exhausted or cannot be renewed, 
which it could not be andor free sil­ 
ver. 


1 
How It Would Affect Us. 
The question ie often asked how 
tbs free and unlimited 
coinage 
of silver would effect the country. 
The beat way to answer that question 
is to refer to the experience of those 
countries that are or have been 
on a silver basis. Chili, the most pro­ 
gressive country in South America, 
bae recently abandonded the silver 
for the gold standard, the reason for 
which will be seen in the following 
statement made by the minister of 
finance on the question: 
“Agriculturists, the owners of cer­ 
tain industries, aud speculators have 
escaped more or lees the inclined 
plane of the depreciation of oar 
mooey, bat the majority of Chileans 
have reached at this moment an un­ 
endurable aud precarious situation. 
Laborers have seen their wages in­ 
creased, but their habitations, food 
and clothing have increased in prioe 
in the same or in greater proportion 
to their wages. 
Artisans and small 
tradesmen have seen the cash value 
of their products diminish in the 
same manner. 
Today they earn two 
pesos with paper money and the sil­ 
ver standard, where yesterday they 
earned one, bat the two pesos today 
repreeent.twenty-six pence, and the 
former peso was worth forty-five. The 
same has happened to all tradesmen 
and manufacturers who, although 
they have sold their produce at prices 
apparently high, have, on the other 
hand, produced or bought at an exag­ 
gerated cost on account of the de­ 
preciation of money. 
“Theeituation has been more serious 
still for those people who have not 
been able to indemnify themselves 
even in part for the looses which they 
have suffered by the depreciation of 
paper. AU those who at the period 
of the emission of paper mooey had 
capital invested for long periods in 
mortgages, bank stock and govern 
ment bonds, were the creditors for the 
gold peso of 45 pence and received in­ 
terest in the same coin. For these 
people every peony less in the value 
of the paper peso has meant a loss ol' 
2} per cent of their former capital 
When exchange reached 22} pence 
they lost 50 per cent and with the ex­ 
change at 15 per cent they oulv per 
served one-third of their former 
fortunes. 


ON THE VERGE OF STARVATION. 
‘‘The salaries of the immense ma­ 
jority of the government officials of 
every class have remained fixed at the 
same rate as when they were paid in 
the happy times of gold. 
As the 
money in which they are today paid 
is worth less than one-third of what it 
was then worth, they have been 
obliged to redace their necessities in 
equal proportion, and today, with an 
exchange of 13 pence it is no exag­ 
geration to say that they are on the 
verge of starvation. Some specula­ 
tor* profit by the situation, but the 
day laborer, the artisan, those who 
exercise the liberal professions, the 
entire class of public and private em­ 
ployes who live on their incomes or 
pensions, the holders of mortgages 
the owners of bank stock, tradesmen, 
etc., are today in desperate straits 
owing to the depreciation of their 
wages, salaries, incomes and pensions, 
and the enormous increase in the price 
of the necessities of life.” 
In the debate in the Chilean con­ 
gress which preceded the adoption of 
the resumption act not a single plea 
was offered in behalf of the single 
silver standard. 
Senor Erraznriz 
made a convincing speech, in which 
he stated the argument against the 
white metal in the following cogent 
terms: 
“We ere in a country which pro­ 
duces silver ic abundance, while we 
only produce gold in very small 
quantities. The neighboring countries 
likewise produce enormous quantities 
of silver, and the industries based up­ 
on this metal help oar own industries. 
We owe to silver a great part of our 
prosperity, aud we expect still more 
from it. It may be, therefore, said 
that we ought to tone it, give it value, 
make it our money. But in spite of 
all this, this system does not suit us. 
Silver coinage corresponds to another 


ly in favor of paper money, which is 
more economical, and the fluctua­ 
tions of which would only depend on 
the prudence of our government, 
while the (lactations of silver depends 
upon causes over which we have 
abtolutely no control. 
It is impos­ 
sible, then, for us, however much we 
uvay regret it, to adopt silver, except 
as a subsidiary coinage, as established 
by the bill of the committee on finance. 
We must agree to adopt the system 
of gold coinage.” 


Afraid of American Silver. 


C hicago, Aug. 12.—William Elroy 
Curtis, who is making a tour through 
Canada, wires the Record that the 
boycott of American silver is general, 
although ap to ten days ago it was 
circulated at par along with the Cana­ 
dian ooin, and none thought of mak­ 
ing a distinction. 
lo the street care, 
the shope, the hotels, railway stations, 
restaurants, news stands and saloons, 
cards are prominently displayed with 
the inscription: “No American silver 
taken here.” 
The boycott extends 
even to the newsboys, bootblacks and 
hackmen, and is entirely due to the 
Chicago platform aud the fear of 
Bryan’s election. A few shopkeepers 
in Toronto and Montreal are trying 
to use the boycott to work up a trade 
aud display cards reading; “American 
silver taken here at par.” These peo­ 
ple ase it to pay bills in trade with 
the United States. Silver certificates 
are also tabooed. Curtis tried to get 
a Bland dollar tamed into small 
change at several Montreal banks, but 
met a refusal in each case. Until the 
boycott the average takings in of 
American silver by the Bank of Mon­ 
treal and the Canadian Bank of Com­ 
merce averaged 650,000 or 660,000 
weekly.

1,000 pesos weigh 25 kilograms. The 
adoption of silver currency would con­ 
duct na inevitably to the admission of 
bank notes in the custom-house, gov­ 
ernment offices and wherever there is 
movement of funds of any import­ 
ance. It would not be possible to re­ 
ceive import duties in cartloads. Nor 
would it be advisable to contract for 
carts to carry the president of the re­ 
public his monthly salary. 


FLUCTUATION IN VALUE. 
“Paper money has a great advant­ 
age. 
It is the most economic money 
which can be imagined. In spite of 
this, we are banishing money becense 
it does not possess one of the essential 
qualities of money—stability. Silver 
has varied ia value as mach as paper 
money, and in these last six months 
still more. 
The law of 1851 gave to 
oar silver peso a value equal to 45 
pence, but the value of the silver peso 
which had risen to 51 pence at the 
time of the discovery of geld in Cali­ 
fornia, fell afterwards to no more than 
38 pence at the time of the enactment 
of the paper money law. 
When, in 
the month of Jane of this year the 
minister of finance explained to this 
house the financial proposals of the 
government the silver peso was not 
worth more than 32 pence. 
Today 
it is not worth more than 28 pence. 
Iq two months our silver dollar fell 4 
pence. 
Paper money in these two 
months has fluctuated less. There­ 
fore, between the system of paper 
money and silver, I should bo decided

Tho experience of every oountrj which 
has attempted the free and unlimited 
coinage of two metals at a ratio disre­ 
garding the commercial value of the 
bullion of each metal put into a dollar 
has been the coinage and aaa of the 
cheaper metal and the loaa aa money of 
the more valuable metal. The principle 
is thus expressed by Sir Isaac Gresham: 
“lf debased Coin is attempted to be 
circulated with full valued ooin, all of 
the latter will disappear from circula­ 
tion, and the overvalued and debased 
coin will alone remain, to the ruin of 
our commerce and business ” 
This indisputable doctrine was taught 
in the fourteenth century by Nicholas 
Oresme and again in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury by Nicholas Copernicus Coming 
down to 1717, Sir Isaac Newton, at that 
time director of the mint of England, 
declared: 
“If silver leave* the shore* of England 
in crowns or in ingots, th# produce of 
ooins remelted, and gives place to gold, 
it is because the value whioh the mone­ 
tary legislation assigns to it, in relation 
to gold, is not correct ” 
Apply the lesson practically to our 
own money. With free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver at the ratio of 
16 to I silver monometallism would re­ 
sult, and the measure of the value at 
our dollar would be 871 % grains of sil­ 
ver, worth about 13 grains of gold. 
But the advocates of silver coinage 
insist that with 871M grains of silver 
admitted in unlimited quantities to the 
mints for coinage, free of charge, the 
bullion value of this number of grains 
would necessarily be equal, before coin­ 
age, to the coined dollar. 
This is tole, 
and it would be equally true of IOO 
grains, or of I grain, if admitted fem 
and in unlimited quantities to coinage. 
Indeed, if chips were admitted fem and 
in unlimited quantities to the privilege 
of being stamped into dollar^ the chip* 
before they were stamped, would be 
worth as much as the dollars after they 
were stamped, but unfortunately the 
dollars would be worth no more than 
chips. 
Another favorite argument of the fem 
silver advocates refers to the experience 
of France, and they have claimed all 
over the country that France, from 1808 
to 1874, by fixing a legal ratio for the 
coinage of silver and gold (at 16)4 to I), 
kept the commercial ratio between the 
two metals at the same figural 
This 
inaccurate statement has been t«e ol 
their principal argumenta If they wiU 
really examine tho history of France, 
they will find that before 1820 the dif 
ference between the commercial value 
of gold and silver exceeded 16)4 to I, 
and France became silver monometallic. 
Later on, between 1840 and 1860 the 
commercial difference was lea* than 
15)4 t0 1, and France became gold mon­ 
ometallic. 
From 1792 to 1860 the subject of ooin 
age of gold and silver was frequently 
discussed by American statesmen, and 
no suggestion can be found, from any 
of them, that the government oould 
overcome even a small difference in the

SOME HARD FACTS.' 


T H E Y HIT TELLING BLOWS AGAINST 


FREE COINAGE AT 16 TO I. 


Secretary Hoke Smith Makes One of Hie 
Bes* Speeches—Ridicules the Proposed 
Pres Colauxe—Pictures the Awful Bouts 
We Hue* Travel to Bouch rn Silver Beele. 
Would Finally Have a Dollar of Uncer­ 
tain Val aa Which Would Hamper Both 
Domestic aud Foreign Trade. 


The Hon. Hoke Smith, secretary of 
the interior, delivered a speech in New 
York on May 16 on the currency ques­ 
tion. It is a speech that should be read 
by ail wlio bay and sell and who vote 
or have influence with voters. 
It is as 
follows: 
The people of this country make their 
contracts payable in dollars 
They do 
business in dollars. 
Uncertainty as to 
the meaning of the word dollar must 
create doubt as to the effect of con­ 
tracts and general distrust in business 
The dollar of the United States at 
present has a distinct meaning. 
It is 
equivalent to 23.22 grains of pure gold. 
Paper dollars are mere promises to pay 
in ooin. Silver dollars, while they con­ 
tain bullion worth only about 60 cents 
each, have been surrounded by safe­ 
guards of legislation limiting the num­ 
ber coined and supporting them by the 
credit of the government, so that they 
have been kept on a parity with gold 
dollars. Twenty-three-tweuty-two-one- 
hundredths grains of gold therefore 
measure the value of what is meant by 
a dollar, when the term is used for 
trade here, and this has been true for 
about 60 years, with the exception of 
the period during which paper dollars 
were depreciated. 
Upon the floor of the house of repre­ 
sentative in 1853, when the bill was 
pending which made fractional cur­ 
rency subsidiary, Cyrus L. Dunham of 
Indiana, who had charge of the bill, 
said: 
“An objection urged against this pro­ 
posed change is that it give us a gold 
standard only. * * * Gentlemen talk 
about a double standard of gold and sil­ 
ver as a thing that exists, and that we 
propose to change. We have had but a 
single standard for the last three or four 
years; this has been and now is gold; we 
propose to let it remain so and adapt sil­ 
ver to and regulate it by gold. ” 
After this long experience in the use 
of dollars baaed upon 23.22 grains of 
gold the advocates of silver demand its 
free, unlimited and independent coinage 
at the present ratio. 
This is really a proposition to remove 
from silver dollars the safeguards of leg­ 
islation which surround them, to with­ 
draw the limit and to take from them 
the support of the government It is an 
effort to reach a bimetallic currency by 
the free and unlimited coinage of two 
metals at a fixed ratio which places 109 


commercial value of metals by free and 
unlimited coinage at a fixed ration 
This country failed to add 8 per erat 
to the value of silver and make it equal 
to a ratio of 15 to I with gold prior to 
1834, and it failed to add 6 per cent to 
gold and in ako it equal to a ratio of I 
to 16 with silver subsequent to 1840. 
No limit can be placed upon the 
mass of silver still unmined. Good au­ 
thority indicates that the present an 
nual volume can be produced for about 
60 cents an ounce. 
It is impossible to 
place and maintain a prioe upon each a 
commodity which woald give it a profit 
entirely disproportioned to that earned 
by the average enterprise. 
Yet the ad 
vocates of free coinage of silver now 
propose to undertake the experiment at 
a local ratio of 16 to I, although th# 
commercial ratio is 81 to I. 
We are therefore confronted with 
proposition to change the meaning of 
the dollar from 23.22 grains of gold 
to 871)4 grains of silver. As 871)4 
grains of silver are worth only about 13 
grains of gold, it is practically a propo­ 
sition, at a single blow, to reduce the 
value of a dollar ono-half. 
It is a movement more radical than 
one to reduce openly the bullion in a 
gold dollar to IS grains. This would bs 
a step dangerous, but definite. No one 
knows what 371 )4 grains of silver would 
be worth under free and unlimited coin­ 
age. It is impossible to say whether the 
increased demand for silver would carry 
871)4 grains of silver somewhat above 
13 grains of gold, or whether this in­ 
creased demand would shortly produce 
a disproportioned increased supply and 
carry the value of 871)4 grains of sil­ 
ver somewhat below IS grains of gold. 
I am aware that the advocates of free 
coinage of silver object to estimating 
the value of silver in gold, but all in 
ternational trade is measured by grains 
of gold. No matter what system we 
adopt, unless our international com­ 
merce is abandoned, our dollars will be 
actually measured by gold, even though 
we fix them upon a silver standard. 
The movement for the free and un­ 
limited coinage of silver is therefore 
an effort not only to reduce the value of 
a dollar about one-half, but to leave it 
in a state of uncertainty. It threatens a 
complete change in the meaning of the 
term dollar to some meaning in the 
neighborhood of one-half its present 
meaning. It threatens an entire change 
of the value of the term by which con­ 
tracts and credits are estimated and by 
which business is conducted. 
In every country where progress and 
prosperity are found the great bulk of 
business must depend upon credits. The 
credits are estimated in dollars, and 
whatever creates a doubt as to the mean­ 
ing of a dollar must trad to suppress 
business. The mere threat involves un­ 
certainty, and this uncertainty must be 
removed to bring back to business nor­ 
mal prosperity. 
To appreciate the importance of re­ 
moving doubt upon this subject, con­ 
template briefly the process of reaching 
the proposed silver standard. 
We saw 
in 1893 a paralysis of business, in large 
part produced by the threat of a silver 
standard. 
" 
If a president and congress were elect­ 
ed in November committed to the free 
and unlimited coinage of 871)4 grains 
of silver into dollars, newly six months 
would pass before they could be inaugu­ 
rated and six months more before the 
proposed legislation could become law. 
During that time creditors would seek 
to protect themselves against being paid 
in dollars worth only about 18 grains of 
gold, and they would endeavor to make 
collections before the unlimited cranage 
of depreciated dollars began. The debt 
ors would not be allowed to remain 
debtors until they could set the advan­ 
tage of paying off whaFthey owed at 
50 cents on the dollar; they would be 
forced to immediate settlements. Sher­ 
iffs and constables woald call upon 
them without delay. Depositors in banks 
would withdraw their money. 
The 
large merchants, farced to settle their 
foreign indebtedness, would insist upon 
immediate payment af debts due from 
smaller merchants. 
The smaller mer­ 
chants in turn would be compelled to 
force collections from their customers. 
The great volume cf business conducted Write 
upon credits would cease.

ANOTHER SCORCHING DAY THROUGH­ 
OUT THE COUNTRY. 


Many Mara Peaple Is e e a a k im tha 
Heat, u t tha Death Met la Chi­ 
cago s a t Mew York Grawn a t a a 
Ala rat ta g Mate—Some Mage That 
Canter W eather W ill Prevail la rn 
Few Days. 


Chicago, Aug. 12.—The latest reports 
show that the total list of victims of 
heat prostrations yesterday numbered 
sixty-five. 
Of these tweuty-two are 
dead, ten expected to die aud three 
driven insane by the heat. 
Of the 
three one ended bis existence with 
poison and another attempted to slash 
his throat with a razor. Today about 
thirty-five deaths occurred. 
It began 
to grow uncomfortably warm here to­ 
day at early dawn. And as the blaz­ 
ing sun pushed its way up over Lake 
Michigan, the intensity of the heat 
was increased hour by hour at the rate 
of geometrical progression. To make 
life still more unbearable a steamy 
hot wind as baneful as a sirocco from 
the sands of Sahara, blew over the 
city from the marshes and swamps be­ 
yond the southern limit. 
It was a 
blighting wind and men sought to es­ 
cape from it. 
It was 
terrible even on the lake 
front and in those quarters of Chicago 
where wealth and plenty abound, but 
in the poverty-stricken tenement dis­ 
tricts the agony was awful to contem­ 
plate. 
All night tang the miserable 
wretches swelteied and panted in vain 
for a breath of refreshing air. They 
slept or tried to sleep by thousands, on 
tho 
sidewalks and 
on the 
paving 
stones while the steamy vapors rose 
from the garbage heaps, spreading 
death aud disease. 
Tlte city ambulances and patrol 
wagons from the police stations were 
kept on the run all night tang, bearing 
victims of the heat to the hospitals. 
This morning men walked through the 
streets without eoat or vest aud pant­ 
ed, perspired and suffered for want 
of fresh, cooling air. Prostration from 
heat began to be reported as early as 
8 o’clock. 
Animals overcome by the 
heat lay dead in almost every ward iii 
town. 
They were so numerous that 
the garbage men could not keep the 
streets clear of them. The coroner’s 
office was busjcr to-day than it has 
been before in years. There were noj 
enough deputies to do the work. In 
order to get through with tho work 
tho coroner sent out a notice that in all 
cases of deaths from excessive heat, 
physician's certificates could take the 
place of inquests. 
Hundreds Dead la New York. 
New York, Aug. 12.—The number of 
deaths caused by the beat in Greater 
Now Voile is about IOO, and additional 
victims are reported hourly. The pros­ 
trations are almost innumerable aud 
no accurate statement of them can be 
made. Ambulances and patrol wagons 
have been running about all day, the 
clamor of the gongs becoming u famil­ 
iar sound. 
Street car horses have 
dropped in the track by scores. Out- 
of-door work has been largely suspend­ 
ed and many factories arc temporari­ 
ly closed. Last night was the hottest 
of the summer, tile climax of the pres­ 
ent torrid spell, and one of the hottest 
known in the city for years. Morning 
brought no relief and at 8 o’clock the 
thermometer stood 5 degrees higher 
than at the same hour Sunday, but as 
the humidity was less intense there 
was less discomfort in the atmosphere. 
Early in the morning there was but 
50 per cent of humidity, which is rath­ 
er below the nom a1. 
A Ray of nope. 
Washington, Aug. 12. — Maj. Diixr- 
rvoody, the weather forecaster scanned 
the map to-day in vain for a. prospect 
to relief from tile torrid heat under 
which the country bas been sweltering 
for the past week. 
It was slightly 
cooler in the Ohio valley and the lower 
take region was given a slight breath­ 
ing spell by thunder storms. Tile tem­ 
perature had also fallen slightly in 
the Mississippi valley, the mercury to 
day registering but 92 os against US at 
St. Louis and Chicago yesterday. But 
out on the prairies of Nebraska aud 
nsas and to the south we rd along the 
Gulf states humanity struggled to ex­ 
ist at IOO degrees.

The other In the mean­ 
time sat down in one of th® chairs 
along the walk His companion walked 
into the center of the room and shot 
six times at the man in the chair. Four 
of the buliets took effect, one entering 
the heart, causing death almost in­ 
stantly. The murderer left tho saloon, 
walked a block, sat down and awaited 
an officer, who arrested him and took 
him to the jail. He gave up his re­ 
volver and volunteered to accompany 
the officer. 
He gave his name as Charles Clark, 
said his home was at Havana, 111., and 
that he was a single man and had no 
friends in this region. When spoken to 
concerning the murder he said the fel­ 
low abused him and he didn’t propose 
to stand it.

B ettlaeaa 
Appealed To — Little Shell and 
Sasewal* P etra Scad rn State­ 
m ent aff the Iacaraioas a t St. 
John. 


Minneapolis, Aug. 7.—Trouble la im­ 
minent in the Turtle Mountain coun­ 
try. It is putting it rather strong to 
assert that an Indian outbreak is like­ 
ly to occur a t any minute, and still 
the situation is very grave, and the 
sight of a band of bucks on the war­ 
path is not among the impossibilities, 
to judge from a letter received a few 
days ago by J. B. Bottineau of this 
city, who hag acted for years as at­ 
torney for the tribe. The communica­ 
tion, which is written from Laurcat, 
N. D., requests that he call the atten 
tion of the United States authorities to 
the existing conditions which are de­ 
scribed as 
dangerous. 
The Indians 
near St. John are reported as being 
greatly excited, and it is stated that 
unless the whites discontinue 
their 
raids on the indian settlements, blood­ 
shed will be sure to follow. The re­ 
port from St. John is that nine build­ 
ings, including the dwelling houses, 
barns and outhouses, have been de­ 
stroyed by the whites, crops laid to 
waste and other damage done. 
The 
chief and the council are powerless to 
control and restrain the young men, 
who are aroused to th Giggliest pitch 
of anger and threaten to kill the first 
white men seen around their homes. 
The council and many of the older 
men remember the injunctions of th® 
court to refrain from violence, even 
though an outrage was committed and 
to seek redress in more peaceable 
ways, but the young blood is turbu­ 
lent. 
The bad feeling between th® 
whites and the Indians appears to 
have grown out of the attempt to col­ 
lect taxes and the levying of a road 
tax.

Weakly Crap Repart af tk e Waath- 
e r Barra*. 
According to th© weekly crop bullet­ 
in of the weather bureau, “the week 
has been warm and showery, and, on 
the whole, favorable for all crops ex* 
ecpt that more rain Is needed over lim­ 
ited aren for corn, potatoes and past­ 
ures. Corn, however, continues mak­ 
ing excellent progress and Is earing 
well. Wheat has deteriorated some­ 
what, owing entirely to Insect ravages, 
that are now beginning to show a de­ 
crease. They have been most injurious 
in the west central counties and In the 
southeast corner of the state. In tho 
latter district army worms and chinch 
bugs have caused the most damage, 
while in the west central counties It la 
the Hessian fly, weevil and rn maggot 
not named. The wheat and oat bar* 
vest is well advanced, and cutting has 
begun as far noth as Norman county, 
while in the south stacking is under 
way. But few counties report pros­ 
pects of average yields, and moat of 
them do not expect more than half a 
crop. Oats are more promising, and It 
Is expected will yield nearly tho usual 
am ount Barley yields are considera­ 
bly less than last year, but the quality 
of the berry is a good deal better. 
Flax Is turning brown, and some of the 
cartiest Is being cut. This crop is quito 
unevcu, but has greatly improved dur­ 
ing the past few weeks. Army worms 
injured some flax fields in Winona 
county, which is a crop they seldom 
touch. Late potatoes must have more 
rain to maintain their growth, and 
their condition Is already becoming 
spotted, being best where rains are 
most frequent Haying continues, and 
a bumper crop is being secured, ltyo 
is yielding slightly lese than lost year.” 
Later—Prof. Otto Lugger, state en­ 
tomologist, states that the insects now 
so damaging in th© west central coun­ 
ties are flit flies, which are related to 
the Hessian fly, but do not cause so 
much damage. He is uow studying 
and experimenting with this pest, and 
later, will give out more information 
about it. The best-known remedy is 
to plow immediately after harvesting, 
in order to plow the Insects under.

"It was called for the pu rj*os** of de­ 
termining w hat cou ld b e done to rid 
the eastern part of the state of tho 
squ irrels, and nothing cou ld b e done 
ex cept to appoint committees to de­ 
vise plans and report to a su b sequ ent 
convention. The cou nties that su ffer 
most ar* W hitman. Dou glass, Lincoln, 
Colu mb u s and Spokane, b u t there are 
others where the anim als constitu te a 
great pest, ex tending along the plateau 
b etween Hie Kookie* and the Cascades, 
from Oregon to British Colu mb ia, a 
territory as Large as several Eastern 
States. The cou nties pay a b ou nty of 
a cent apiece, and in two nu m b s near­ 
ly 4iX),000 squ irrels a c re tu rned into 
the commissioner*, in some localities 
they destroy all crops. Squ irrels b reed 
live times a year, with an average lit­ 
ter of eight, au d are, therefore, in­ 
creasing more rapidly thau they are 
tieing killed. It is a very seriou s prob ­ 
lem.”—W ashington Star.

There Is 
u lso some danger of them pu rging at 
first. Jf they have access to an old

•cou nt as well as other disorders likely 
to arise from I rn pa red digestion. If 
the first few days are (Kissed withou t 
trou b le, it will not b e necessary to re­ 
move the sheep from the patch, b u t 
it will alw ays b o ju diciou s to look 
after them frequ ently. A seriou s ob ­ 
jection to tho rape plant is that It is 
liab le to lie attacked with the cab b age 
aj*his. Tiffs little pest is imitab le of 
destroying a whole field within a very 
•b ort time. 
A greater ob jection to the crop is the 
rapidity with which it depletes the 
•oil. Shou ld fu tu re ex periments give 
resu lts similar to those already ob ­ 
ta in ^ , it will make the growing of 
rape a very dou b tfu l qu antity. Were 
It not for the two ob jections, which are 
only tentative, raix ? might well b e re­ 
garded as a new forage crop of more 
than passing valu e.

1-2 inch, 5 Inches long; 21-2 
inch holts, I 31-2 and the other 4 1-2 
inches long; I piece of strap iron, 1-2 
inch thick, 2 Inches wide and 14 inches 
long, with 1-2 Inch hole punched in

In 
order to make It really secure it should 
ta dovetailed at both ends; then, theo­ 
retically, lf the dovetailed did Its w’ork, 
one brace would ta us good as the 
othor, but in pro et Ira No. 2, or the push 
brace, is to he 
preferred. The rear 
post of the gate may he allowed to ex­ 
tend two or three frat above the hinge. 
In that case the pull brace, as in No. I,

Reinj* 
thus mounted, he subsequently acted 
as one of tho general’s orderlies, and 
proved to ta one of the most valuable 
aides at headquarters. As one of his 
comrades says; “By reason of being 
so young, he did not possess the dis­ 
cretion of older beatas, consequently, 
in carrying a dispatch, he usually took 
the most direct route, regardless of 
the danger.” 
At the “m uster out” In Washington, 
June, 1805. when the second of the 
pictures was taken, Gilbert being at 
the time thirteen years and six months 
of age, he w as as genuine u boy ai 
when he had enlisted three years be­ 
fore.

The Mirror and Farm er says there is 
no practice among farm ers more w aste­ 
ful than th at observed In the husband­ 
ing of the valuable consHtuents of the 
m anure pile. A careful saving in this 
direction will avoid the necessityof 
purchasing the commercial fertilizers 
used so freely and so largely depend­ 
ed upon for the leading source of fer­ 
tility. Attention needs to be given to 
this m atter in the sum m er as well as 
w inter by the farm er who keeps a 
dairy herd. B ear in mind that the ni­ 
trogen Hie valuable element of fertil­ 
izers, is largely contained in the liquid 
excrement, and should he saved with 
as much care as are the crops grown 
upon the farm . It often happens Hist 
the farm er who would be shocked to 
cee a peck of potatoes wasted in the 
field, will unconsciously allow ten 
tim es the value to w ash aw ay from 
his m anure pile into the neighboring 
stream . Both have a cash value, and 
the pne should he guarded- with as 
much care as the other.

James Willis, foreman of the plan­ 
ing mill at the N. P. shops, at about 
11 o’clock last Monday morning, met 
with an accident that, it was first 
thought, would 
necsssanly prov e 
fatal. The machinery that work s the 
fan that carries the shav ings from the 
planer to the furnace got out of order, 
aud Mr. Willis, with his brother, Tom, 
was on a platform some 15 feet abov e 
the floor, fixing it. He took a wrench 
to tighten a nut, when the wrench 
slipped, throwing Mr. Willis head­ 
first to the floor below. He struck his 
head on an iron jack , fracturing the 
back part of his sk ull. Notwithstand­ 
ing the awful blow, Mr. Willis was 
conscious, and with the assistance of 
a man on each side of him walk ed 
to the engine that took him to the 
Sanitarium, aud also walk ed from the 
engine into the Sanitarium ou arriv ­ 
ing there. He was immediately placed 
under the influence of ether, and his 
injuries treated by Dr. Courtney. It 
was necessary to remov e some brok en 
pieces of the sk ull and clotted blood 
from the brain and raise the sk ull, 
which had been depressed by the 
blow. 
The injury was of such a 
serious character that it was at first 
thought that he could not possibly 
surv iv e, but Mr. Willis has regained 
consciousness, and is so much better 
that hopes are now entertained of his 
complete recov ery. He has host6 of 
friends who earnestly hope so.

W e are glad that g o ld has gon e 
out of circulation, so that the people 
can see just what the silver dollars 
are worth when they cannot be e x ­ 
changed for gold. 
W e 
have been 
told all along by the g o ld standard 
men that as soon as silver dollars 
could not be exchanged for gold they 
w ould fall in value to fifty-three cents. 
W e said they w ould not? 
W ho was 
right?—Journal. 
T he above is the veriest nonsense. 
W e still have a governm ent that is 
m aintaing the parity of m etals, and 
will do so as lon g as Mr. C leveland 
holds office, no m atter if he has to 
issue bonds again aud again as the 
law directs. 
G old is g o in g from cir­ 
culation just as 
fast as people who 
have m oney to spare can g e t a hold 
of it, not because it is more valuble 
now. but because it w ill be if a go v ­ 
ernm ent is elected 
that w ill 
bring 
about conditions that the parity of 
our m etals cannot 
be m aintained. 
T he governm ent now has one hun­ 
dred m illion in gold w hich it is ex ­ 
ch an gin g freely for treasury notes, 
one form of silver m oney, and green ­ 
backs, that by law have g ot to be re­ 
issued at par as fast as taken in, hence 
the flow of gold from the treasury in­ 
to circulation is unceasing. 
B esid es 
the m onthly expenses of the govern ­ 
m ent are over forty m illions w hich will 
bo paid in g o ld if dem anded. 
I f the 
gold reserve should be entirely d e­ 
pleted or could not be renew ed by 
bond issue, then silver w ill drop to 
its com m ercial value, and not until. 
Silver has now the sam e purchasing 
power as the greenback or treasury 
I notes which are redeem able in gold 
honce it has a g o ld value. 
W hen 
there is no m ore go ld to redeem the 
greenback or treasury note, or it is 
not paid out for services if dem anded, 
then all our currency w ill shrink to 
the com m ercial value of silver, for 
silver w ill then be the only redem p­ 
tion m oney we w ill have. 
T he large 
banks have put up m any m illions of 
gold to the governm ent lately to as- 


How It Would Affect Us. 


T h e question is often asked how 
the free 
and 
u n lim ited 
coinage 
of silver w ould effect the country. 
T he beat w ay to answer that question 
is to refer to the experience of those 
countries that are 
or have 
been 
on a silver basis. 
C hili, the most pro­ 
gressive country in South Am erica, 
has recently abandonded the silver 
for the g o ld standard, the reason for 
w hich w ill be seen iu the follow in g 
statem ent m ade by the m inister of 
finance on the question: 
“A griculturists, the ow ners of cer­ 
tain industries, aud speculators have 
escaped m ore or less the inclined 
plane of the depreciation 
of our 
m oney, but the m ajority of C hileans 
have reached at this m om ent an un ­ 
endurable and precarious situation. 
Laborers have seen their w ages in­ 
creased, but their 
habitations, food 
and cloth in g have increased in price 
in the sam e or in greater proportion 
to their w ages. 
A rtisans and sm all 
tradesm en have seen the cash value 
o f their products dim inish 
iu the 
sam e m aim er. 
T oday they earn two 
pesos w ith paper m oney aud the sil­ 
ver standard, w here yesterday they 
earned one, but the two pesos today 
represent.tw enty-six pence, and the 
form er peso was worth forty-five. T he 
sam e has happeued to all tradesm en 
and m anufacturers who, 
although 
they have sold their produce at prices 
apparently high, have, on the other 
hand, produced or bought at an ex a g ­ 
gerated cost on account of the d e­ 
preciation of m oney. 
“T h esitu ation has been m oreserious 
still for those peopie w ho hav6 not 
been able to indem nify 
them selves 
even in part for ih e looses which they 
have suffered by the depreciation of 
paper. 
All those who at the period 
of the em ission of paper m ouey had 
capital in vested for long periods m 
m ortgages, bank stock and govern ­ 
m ent bonds, w ere the creditors for the 
go ld peso of 45 pence aud received in­ 
terest iu the sam e coin. 
For these 
people every penny less iu the value 
of the paper peso has m eant a loss of 
2£ per cent of their form er capital. 
W hen exchan ge reached 22£ pence 
they lost 50 per cent and with the e x ­ 
ch an ge at 15 per cent they only per- 
served one-third 
of 
their 
form er 
fortunes. 


ON THE VERGE OF STARVATION. 


“ The salaries o f the im m ense m a­ 
jority of the governm ent officials of 
every class have rem ained fixed at the 
sam e rate as w hen they were paid in 
the happy 
tim es of g o ld . 
As the 
m oney iu which they are today paid 
is worth less than one-third of what it 
was 
then 
worth, 
they 
have 
been 
ob liged to reduce their necessities in 
equal proportion, aud today, with an 
exchan ge of 13 pence it is no e x a g ­ 
geration to say that they are on the 
verge of starvation. 
Som e sp ecula­ 
tors profit by the situation, but the 
day laborer, the artisan, those w ho 
exercise the liberal professions, the 
eutire class of public and private em ­ 
p loyes who live on their incom es or 
pensions, the holders of m ortgages, 
the owners of bank stock, tradesm en, 
etc., are today in desperate straits 
ow iug to the depreciation of their 
w ages, salaries, incom es and pensions, 
aud the enorm ous increase in the price 
of the necessities of life.” 
In the debate in the C hilean con ­ 
gress which preceded the adoption of 
the resum ption act not a siu g le plea 
was offered iu behalf of the siu g le 
silver standard. 
Senor Errazuriz 
m ade a convincing speech, in which 
he stated the argum ent against the 
w hite m etal in the follow in g cogent 
term s: 
“ W e are in a country which pro­ 
duces silver in abundance, w hile we 
only 
produce g o ld 
in 
very 
sm all 
quantities. T h e neighboring oountries 
likew ise produce enorm ous quantities 
of silver, and the industries based up­ 
on this m etal help our ow n industries. 
W e owo to silver a great part of our 
prosperity, aud we expect still more 
from it. 
It may be, therefore, said 
that we ought to tone it, g iv e it value, 
m ake it our m oney. 
B ut in sp ite of 
all this, this8vstem does not suit us. 
S ilver coinage corresponds to another 
stage of civilization, to restricted ne­ 
cessities of trade— a condition w hich, 
happily, is no longer ours. 
T ransac­ 
tions are im possible in a coin in which 
1,000 pesos w eigh 25 kilogram s. 
T he 
adoption of silver currency w ould con­ 


duct us inevitably to the adm ission of 
bank notes iu the custom house, g o v ­ 
ernm ent officos and w herever there is 
m ovem ent of funds of any im port­ 
ance. 
It w ould not be possible to re­ 
ceive import d uties in cartloads. 
Nor 
w ould it be advisable to contract for 
carts to carry the president of the re­ 
public his m onthly salary. 


FLUCTUATION IN VALUE. 


“ Paper m oney has a great advant­ 
age. 
It is the m ost econcm ic m oney 
w hich can be im agined. 
In sp ite of 
this, w e are banishing m oney because 
it does not possess one of the essential 
qualities of m on«v—stability. 
Silver 
has varied ia value as m uch as paper 
m oney, and in these last six m onths 
still more. 
T he law of 1851 gave to 
our silver peso a value equal to 45 
pence, but the value of the silver peso 
which had risen to 51 pence at the 
tim e of the discovery of gold in C ali­ 
fornia, fell afterw ards to no more than 
38 pence at the tim e of the enactm ent 
of the paper m oney law. 
W hen, in 
the m onth of J u d o of this year the 


ly in favor of paper m oney, which is 
m ore econom ical, 
and the 
fluctua­ 
tions of which w ould only depend on 
the prudence of our governm ent, 
w hile the fluctations of silver depends 
upon 
causes over 
which 
we have 
abtolutely no control. 
It is im pos­ 
sible, then, for us, how ever m uch we 
may regret it, to adopt silver, except 
as a subsidiary coinage, as established 
by the bill of the com m ittee oufinanee. 
W e m ust agree to adopt the system 
of gold coinage.” 


Afraid of American Silver. 


CmcAoo, A ug. 12.— W illiam E lroy 
Curtis, who is m aking a tour through 
Canada, wires the R ecord that the 
boycott of Am erican silver is general, 
although up to ten days ago it was 
circulated at par along with the Cana­ 
dian coin, and none thou ght of m ak­ 
in g a distinction. 
In the street cars, 
the shops, the hotels, railw ay stations, 
restaurants, new s stands and saloons, 
cards are prom inently displayed with 
the inscription: 
“N o Am erican silver 
taken here.” 
T he boycott extends 
even to the new sboys, bootblacks aud 
hackm en, aud is entirely d ue to the 
C hicago platform 
and the fear of 
B ryan’s election. 
A few shopkeepers 
in Toronto and M ontreal are trying 
to use the boycott to work up a trade 
and display cards reading; “A m erican 
silver taken here at par.” 
T hese peo­ 
ple use it to pay b ills in trade with 
the U nited States. 
Silver certificates 
are also tabooed. 
C urtis tried to get 
a 
Bland dollar turned 
into sm all 
ch an ge at several M ontreal banks, but 
m et a refusal in each case. 
U n til the 
boycott the average takings in of 
A m erican silver by the Bank of M on­ 
treal and the C anadian Bank of C om ­ 
m erce averaged $50,000 or $60,000 
w eekly.

T H E Y H IT TELLING BLOWS AGAINST 


FREE COINAGE AT 16 TO 1. 


S ecretary H ok e S m ith M ake* O no o f U is

Tho Hon. Hoko Smith, secretary of 
the interior, delivered a speech in New 
York on May 16 on tho currency ques­ 
tion. 
It is a speech that should be read 
by all who buy and sell aud who vote 
or have influence w ith voters. 
It is as 
follow s: 
The people of this country make their 
contracts payable iu dolhirs. 
They do 
business in dollars. 
Uncertainty as to 
the meaning of the word dollar must 
create doubt as to the effect of con­ 
tracts and general distrust in business. 
The dollar of the United States at 
present has a distinct meaning. 
It is 
equivalent to 23.22 grains of pure gold. 
Paper dollars are mero promises to pay 
in coin. Silver dollars, w hile they con­ 
tain bullion worth only about 50 cents 
each, have been surrounded by safe­ 
guards of legislation lim iting tho num­ 
ber coined and supporting them by the 
credit of tho government, so that they 
have been kept on a parity w ith gold 
dollars. 
Twenty-three-twenty-two-one- 
hundredths grains of gold therefore 
measure the value of what is meant by 
a dollar, when tho term is used for 
trade here, and this has been true for 
about 50 years, w ith the exception of 
the period during which paper dollars 
were depreciated. 
Upon the floor of the house of repre­ 
sentatives in 1853, when the bill was 
pending which made fractional cur­ 
rency subsidiary, Cyrus L. Dunham of 
Indiana, who had charge of the bill, 
said: 
“ An objection urged against this pro­ 
posed change is that it gives us a gold 
standard only. 
* * * Gentlemen talk 
about a double standard of gold and sil­ 
ver as a thing that exists, and that, we 
propose: to change. 
We have had but a 
single standard for the last three or four 
years; this has been and now is g old ; we 
propose to let it remain so and adapt sil­ 
ver to aud r« gulate it by gold. ” 
After this long experknoe in the use 
of dollars based upon 23.22 grains of 
gold the advocates of silver demand its 
free, unlim ited and independent coinage 
at the present ratio. 
This is really a proposition to remove 
from silver dollars the safeguards of leg­ 
islation which surround them, to w ith ­ 
draw the lim it and to take from them 
the support of the government. It is an 
effort to reach a bim etallic currency by 
the free and unlim ited coinage of two 
metals at a fixed ratio which places 109 


cents’ worth of bullion la the gold dol­ 
lar aud 50 cents’ worth of buillion in 
the silver dollar 
The experience of every country which 
has attempted the free and unlim ited 
coinage of two m etals at a ratio disre­ 
garding the commercial value of the 
bullion of each metal put into a dollar 
has been the coinage aud use of the 
cheaper m etal and the loss as money of 
the more valuable metal. The principle 
is thus expressed by Sir Isaac Gresham: 
“ If debased coin is attempted to be 
circulated w ith full valued coin, all of 
the latter w ill disappear from circula 
tion, and the overvalued and debased 
coin w ill alone remain, to the ruin of 
our commerce and business. ” 
This indisputable doctrine waa taught 
in the fourteenth century by Nicholas 
Oresme and again In the sixteenth cen­ 
tury by Nicholas Copernicus. 
Coming 
down to IT 17, Sir Isaac Newton, at that 
tim e director of tho m int of Englaud, 
declared: 
“ If silver leaves the shore* of Englaud 
in crowns or in ingots, the produce of 
coins remelted, aud gives place to gold, 
it is because the valuo which the mone­ 
tary legislation assigns to it, in relation 
to gold, is not correct ” 
Apply the lesson practically to our 
own money. 
With free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver at the ratio of 
16 to I silver monometallism would re- 
siilt, and the measure of the value of 
our dollar would be 8 7 1 grains of sil­ 
ver, worth about 13 grains of gold 
But the advocates of silver eoinago 
insist that with 871 S4 grains of silver 
admitted in unlim ited quantities to the 
m ints for coinage, free of charge, the 
bullion value of this number of grains 
would necessarily bo equal, before coin­ 
age, to (he coined dollar. 
This is true, 
and it would bo equally true of 100 
grains, or of 1 grain, if admitted free 
and in unlim ited quantities to coinage. 
Indeed, if chips were admitted free aud 
in unlim ited quantities to the privilege 
of being stamped into dollars, the chips, 
before they were stamped, would be 
worth as much as tho dollars after they 
were stamped, but unfortunately the 
dollars would be worth 110 more than 
chips. 
Another favorite argument of the free 
silver advocates refers to the experience 
of France, and they have claimed all 
over the country that France, from 1808 
to 1874, by fixing a legal ratio for the 
coinage of silver and gold (at 154^ to 1), 
kept the commercial ratio between the 
two metals at the same figures. 
Thi* 
inaccurate statement has been te c of 
their principal argum ents 
If they w ill 
really examine the history of France, 
they w ill find that luforo 1820 the dif- 
ference between tho commercial value 
of gold and silver exceeded 15>4 to I, 
and France:became silver monometallic. 
Later on, between 1840 and 1850 the 
commercial difference was less than 
15 % to 1, and France becam ogold mon­ 
ometallic. 
From 1792 to 1860 the subject of ooin- 
age of gold and silver wo* frequently 
discussed by American statesmen, and 
no suggestion can be found, from any 
of them, that the government could 
overcomo even a sm all difference in the 


commercial value of metals by free and 
unlim ited coinage at a fixed ratio. 
This country failed to add 3 per cent 
to the value of silver and make it equal 
to a ratio of 15 to 1 w ith gold prior to 
1834, and it failed to add 6 per cent to 
gold and make it equal to a ratio of 1 
to 16 w ith silver subsequent to 1840. 
No lim it can 
be placed upon the 
mass of silver still unmined. 
Good au­ 
thority indicates that the present an­ 
nual volume can be produced for about 
60 cents an ounce. 
It is impossible to 
place and m aintain a price upon such a 
commodity which would give it a profit 
entirely disproportioned to that earned 
by the average enterprise. 
Yet the ad­ 
vocates of free coinage of silver now 
propose to undertake the experiment at 
u local ratio of 16 to 1, although the 
commercial ratio is 31 to 1. 
We are therefore confronted w ith a 
proposition to change tho meaning of 
the dollar from 23.22 grains of gold 
to 87144 grains of silver. 
As 871 
grains of silver are worth only about 13 
grains of gold, it is practically a propo­ 
sition, at a single blow, to reduce the 
value of a dollar one-half. 
It is a movement more radical than 
one to reduco openly tho bullion in a 
gold dollar to 13 grains. This would be 
a step dangerous, but definite. 
No one 
knows what 371 
grains of silver would 
be worth under free and unlim ited coin­ 
age. It is impossible to say whether the 
increased demand for silver would carry 
87144 grains of silver somewhat above 
13 grains of gold, or whether thi* in­ 
creased demand would shortly produce 
a disproportioned increased supply and 
carry the value of 87144 grains of sil­ 
ver somewhat below 13 grains of gold. 
I am aware that the advocates of free 
coinage of silver object to estim ating 
the valuo of silver in gold, but all In­ 
ternational trade is measured by grain* 
of gold. 
No matter what system we 
adopt, unless our international 00m- 
j merce is abandoned, onr dollars w ill be 
actually measured by gold, even though 
we fix them upon si silver standard. 
Tho movement for tho free and un­ 
lim ited coinage of silver is therefore 
an effort not only to reduce the value of 
a dollar about one-half, but to leave it 
in a state of uncertainty. It threatens a 
complete change in the moaning of the 
term dollar to some meaning in tho 
neighborhood of one-half its present 
meaning. It threatens sui entire change 
of tlie valuo of tho term by which con­ 
tracts ai <i credits are estimated and by 
which business is conducted. 
I11 every country where progress sind 
prosperity are found the great bulk of 
business must depend upon credits. The 
credits sire estim ated in dollars, and 
whatever creates a doubt as to the mean­ 
ing of si dollar must tend to suppress 
business. 
The mere threat involve* un­ 
certainty, and this uncertainty must be 
removed to bring back to business nor­ 
mal prosperity. 
To appreciate the importance of re­ 
m oving doubt upon this subject, con­ 
template briefly the process of reaching 
the proposed silver standard. 
W e saw 
in 1893 a psiralysis of business, in large 
j psirt produced by the threat of a silver 
I standard. 
1 
If a president and congress were elect­ 
ed in November committed to the free 
and unlim ited coinage of 37144 grains 
of silver into dollars, nearly six months 
would pass before they could be inaugu­ 
rated and six months more before the 
proposed legislation could become law 
During that tim e creditors would seek 
to protect themselves against being paid 
in dollars worth only about 18 grains of 
gold, and they would endeavor to make 
| collections before the unlim ited coinage 
i of depreciated dollars began. The debt 
ors would not be allowed to remain 
debtors until they could get the advan 
tage of paying off w har they owed at 
50 cents on the dollar; they would be 
forced to immediate settlements. 
Sher­ 
iffs and constables would call upon 
them w ithout delay. Depositors in banks 
would withdraw their money. 
The 
largo merchants, forced to settle their 
foreign indebtedness, would insist upon 
immediate payment of debts due from 
smaller merchants. 
The sm aller mer­ 
chants in turn would be compelled to 
force collections from their customers. 
The great volume of business conducted 
upon credits would cease.

day at early dawn.

ing sun pushed its way up over Lake 
Michigan, the intensity 
of the 
heat 
w as increased hour by hour at the rate 
o f geom etrical progression. 
To make 
life still 
more unbearable 
a steam y 
hot wind as baneful as a sirocco from 
the sands 
of Sahara, blew 
over the 
city from the m arshes and sw am ps be­ 
yond tin* southern limit. 
It was a 
blighting wind and men sought to es­ 
cape from it. 
It was 
terrible even 
on tlie lake 
front and in those quarters of Chicago 
where wealth and plenty abound, but 
in the poverty-stricken tenem ent dis­ 
tricts the agony was aw ful to contem­ 
plate.

bugs have caused the most damage, 
while In the w est central counties It is 
the H essian fly, w eevil nnd a maggot 
not named. The wheat and ont har­ 
vest is well advanced, and cutting has 
begun as far noth as Norman county, 
while iu the south stacking is under 
way. But few counties report pros­ 
pects of average yields, nnd most of 
them do not expect more than half a 
crop. i>nts are more promising, and it 
is expected will yield nearly the usual 
amount. Bariev yields are considera­ 
bly h *ss than last year, but the quality 
of the berry is a good deal better. 
Flax is turning brown, nnd some of the 
earliest is being cut. This crop is quite 
uneven, but has greatly Improved dur­ 
ing the [Mist few weeks. Army worms 
injured some tlnx fields in Winona 
county, which is a crop they seldom 
touch. 
Late potatoes must have more 
rain to maintain their growth, nud 
their condition Is already becoming 
spotted, being best where rains nre 
most frequent. H aying continues, and 
a bumper crop is being secured, ltyo 
is yielding slightly less than last jear.”

“Ou the 15th of the present month 
ihere met in my city the most novel 
convention, to an Eastern man, that 
was ever assembled,” said A. C. Tit- 
low, of Spokane, Wash., at the Ebbitt. 
“It was called for the purpose of de­ 
termining what could be done to rid 
the eastern part of the state of the 
squirrels, and nothing could be done 
except to appoint committees to de­ 
vise plans and report to a subsequent 
convention. The countits that suffer 
most ar* Whitman, Douglass, I.lncola, 
Columbus and Spokane, but there are 
others where the animals constitute a 
great pest, extending along the plateau 
between the Rockies and the Cascades, 
from Oregon to British Columbia, a 
territory as large as several Eastern 
States. The counties pay a bounty of 
a cent apiece, and in two mcntns near- 
ly 400,000 squirrels were turned Into 
the commissioners. In some localities 
they destroy :i 11 corps. Squirrels breed 
live times 
year, with an average lit­ 
ter of eight, and are, therefore, in­ 
creasing more rapidly than they are 
being killed. It is a very serious prob­ 
lem.”—Washington Star.

A bright little boy by 
the mime of Gilbert Yanznudt, a native 
of the place, volunteered to drum for 
him at the “soldiers’ meeting,” held lu 
the old brick school house, and at its 
close the lieutenant tossed him a tifty- 
cent ph*ce, the tirst money the boy had 
ever earned. IU* was then trken ovei 
the country by Capt. Hicks to drum 
for recruits, and, imagining that a sol* 
dier’s life was :i continual succession 
of such pleasant duties, he enlisted. 
Aug. <5. 1N>2, with Company D, Seven 
ty-ninth Ohio volunteers, 21s its drum­ 
mer. At that time he was ten years, 
seven months and sixteen days old. 
the date of his 1 irtli being Dec. 20, 
1851. The enlistment of the little fed

low wiis not. after all, such 21 cruel 
thing as might be supposed, liis re­ 
cruiting service had se rved as 2111 easy 
transition to army life. His school 
teacher enlisted ;it the same time, and 
was soon promoted to the captaincy ot 
the company. I11 addition with “Lit­ 
tle Gib,” ;is he was called, marched

Indeed, It was his extreme youti' 
that, added to his natural disposition, 
tended to keep him quiet and modest 
In demeanor, while his love for his 
work rendered him attentive to his 
duties, llis comrades looked out foi 
him nnd saw that his willingness did 
not result iu his injury. When, jifiei 
the lmttle of Resaca, the duties of his 
position became too arduous 011 ac­ 
count of the heavy marches, he was 
detailed to act as “dispatch carrier" 
at division headquarters, under Gen. 
Ward. In this capacity he served 
through all the battles of tlu* famous 
“march to the sea.” At Milledgeville, 
Ga., some of the soldiers captured a 
pony, which the g< neral decided should 
hi* turned over to “Little Gib.” Being 
thus mounted, he subsequently acted 


21s one of the general’s orderlies, and 
proved to be one of the most valuable 
aides at headqunrti rs. As one of his 
comrades says. “By reason of being 
so young, he did not possess the dis­ 
cretion of older Lemjs. consequently, 
in carrying a dispatch, he usually took 
the most direct route, regardless ol 
the danger.” 
At the “muster out” in Washington, 
June, 1805. when the second of the 
pictures was taken, Gilbert lK»ing at 
tin* time thirteen years and six months 
of age, he w as as genuine 21 boy 21s 
when he had enlisted three years be­ 
fore. Just as 110 money in the world 
Could have tempted him to part with 
Lieut. Elwood’s half dollar, so thq 
pony* which had been assigned to him 
by his general, and was dearer to him 
than the coin, or his sword and dram, 
and shield, inasmuch as It had been 
more friend and companion than pos­ 
session, ranked in liis estimation abort 
the honors that men generally csteeir, 
of the greatest value.

In the 
early stages of Its growth It resembles 
the t»ralp very much. It lias only 
been within the hist few years that 
this pijint has 
lH*en 
grown in this 
country. 
It has been grown in Canada 
as a feed for sheep for a number of 
years, and only within re c e n t jears 
has been Introduced into the States for 
the same purpose. It is therefore only 
hi 
sin 
experimental 
stage 
in 
this 
country. Like tome of the other for­ 
age plants, it may be termed ;i catch 
crop. It may Ik* Ik* planttd almost any 
time after the 1st of M;iy, on until the 
1st of August. 
Sown any time 
within 
the throe 
months above noted, rape will give a 
fair yield. The curlier seeding, it may 
he noted, will grow much more slowly 
the first few weeks than if planted 
after the first of July, but owing to the 
wide range ot time in which the seed 
may 1h* started It is possible to have 
green rape, as a pasture or 21s 21 soiling 
crop, from the 1st of July until the 1st 
of December, or nearly so. for the rea­ 
son tlmt, unlike other forage* plants, 
thus far considered, moderate fnest 
does not injure it. and it will hear pas­ 
turing or cutting until the thermome­ 
ter gets down several degrees below 
the freezing point. It may be sown 
broadcast and lightly harrowed In, but 
It will give us 
large, if 
not larger, 
yields when planted or drilled lu rows 
about thirty inches apart and culti­ 
vated. giving only surface cultivation.

It came up 
very nicely in about ten days, but 
grew rather slowly until the last two 
weeks In June, after which it grew 
much more rapidly, reaching Jin aver­ 
age height of about four feet by the 
middle of August. At this stiige we 
began cutting and feeding it to some of 
our sheep in the barn. They ate it 
with a relish, leaving 110 part of stein 
nor leaf. This patch netted a yield of 
twelve tons and 1,700 pounds per acre. 
After this out off. 
it immediately 
started up a second growth, and in 
about thirty days the second growth 
had reached an average height of 21 bout 
eighteen inches. This was cut down 
and fed. A third crop started and 
grew nicely until the mercury reached 
about 
twenty 
degrees 
above zero, 
which seemed to kill all the vitality in 
it. 
About the 1st of July we cleared off 
a small patch which had been sown to 
cow peas, sowed It to rape and har­ 
rowed it lightly to rover the seed; In 
three weeks from date of planting it 
Imd almost hidden the ground, show­ 
ing ji very much more rapid growth 
than when planted earlier. Our sheep 
were very fond of It, and did well 
while feeding on it. 
If pastured upon the rape patch, 
sheep, when first turned lu, or rather 
after they get to eating nicely, should 
uot be turned In when very hungry or 
when tin* rape is wet. as they may 
overeat anil suffer from indigestion, or 
they may die from bloating. There is 
I ulso some danger of them purging at 
first. Jf they have access to an old 
pasture when first turned on the rape 


j It will he very effective in preventing 
, scours as well as other disorders likely 
to arise from impared digestion. If 
I the first few* days are passed without 
trouble, it will not be necessary to re­ 
move the sheep from the patch, but 
It will always Ik; judicious to look 
after them frequently. A serious ob- 
Jectlon to the rape plant is that it is 
liable to he attacked with the cabbage 
aphis. This little post is capable of 
destroying a whole field within a very 
ihort time. 
A greater objection to the crop is the 
rapidity with which it depletes tin* 
Roll. Should future experiments give 
results similar to those already ob­ 
tained, it will make the growing of 
rape a very doubtful quantity. Were 
It not for the two objections, which jire 
only tentative, rape might well be re­ 
garded as a new* forage crop of more 
than passing value.

The frame is constructed 
us follows: Take two 3 by 3 inch 
poles, twelve feet long, place them in 
positions as shown at Figure 1; a a a 
are hardwood boards 8 Inches wide.

At b b arc holes iu 
which stakes are placed to prevent 
fodder or brush slipping off. The up­ 
per ends of tlu* poles are placed on the 
bolster of tlu* wagon: the lower drag 
011 the ground.

P r e s e r v a t i o n o f tfie Silo. 
The deterioration of most rilo lin­ 
ings was formerly very rapid from 
decay or crumbling; hut recently it has 
been less noticeable since the silos 
have been better made and filled wit it 
riper material,” says Bulletin No. U 2 
of the New York Experiment station. 
“Yearly plastering or covering cement 
linings with a light coat of cement 
whitewash prevents largely the inju­ 
rious action of the silage juices. Met­ 
al linings have not been found satis­ 
factory. The cheaper metals corrode 
rapidly, and paint has rot seemed to 
adhere well. Ventilation of the dou­ 
ble nails of the wooden silo nnd an oc­ 
casional coating of preservative on the 
inner surface, retards decay. Coal tar 
or gas tar is highly recommended by 
some authorities. This is thoroughly 
applied while hot to the inner surface. 
Each year, for several years past the 
Inner surface of the wooden lining of 
the silo at this station has been paint­ 
ed with a mixture of two parts, by 
weight, of paraffine, two parts rosin 
and one part linseed oil. These sul>- 
stances are melted together and the 
mixture applied, while hot. with a 
brush. The proportions of these con­ 
stituents have ben varied somewhat 
without apparent change in the n*- 
sult. This mixture is inflammable, 
and should be carefully handled about 
the fire. The wooden lining thus treat­ 
ed after several years’ service, has a 
bard surface and there is l o decay no- 
Uceabl*. A wood surface uot treated

21 small amount of hugs killed. A few 
hours later we had a heavy rain that 
washed off nil the Paris green anil 
afterward the field had the appearance 
of being infested more than ever. 1 
took a pan and my helper si broom. I 
held the pan with the edge close to the 
ground on one side of the potato row, 
my helper gave the potato tops 21 stroke 
with the broom from the other side, 
tmd down dropped the bugs. 
This 
wuy we walked along the rows with 
the speed. I think, of a mile and a half 
an hour. I didn’t measure what I got 
in the pan, but believe I hail a bushel 
1 am ct least sure that after we got 
through three-fourths of the bugs were 
removed from tho potatoes, a short 
time after the remaining bugs left on 
the ground were on their old places 
again. By 
repeating 
the 
operation 
there was but few left, end the field 
was saved from sure destruction. The 
operation did not take us as long sis 
spraying and the work is so easy that 
children can do it. For my part I shall 
never buy a cent’s worth of Paris green 
for the purpose of spraying my potiKo 
field.—J. P. Jacobson.

Between early frosts and stabling 
time is quite a spell tlmt the cattle 
must he fed out of doors, or pick their 
living as best they may. Frozen corn 
fodder has lost much of Its value, and 
one never likes to begin on tho hay 
mow so early. A piece of oats and 
peas, 0 1* barley and peas. Is Just the 
crop to use at this time, and an acre 
of it will keep a dozen or fifteen cows 
for a month. It will stand quite a se­ 
vere frost, and there 
Is 
usually a 
month or six weeks after the com is 
killed that one of these crops can be 
fed to advantage. 
During early Au­ 
gust select a piece of ground that has 
been In potatoes, wheat, rye or some 
crop which has been harvested, and 
sow broadcast one bushel of Canada 
field peas per acre. Plow under about 
lour inches, and a few days or 21 week 
later, when the peas Jire well sprouted, 
sow or drill in two bushels of oats or 
barley. The peas should be plowed 
under so as to pet down deep where 
the soil is cooler. If planted shallow 
they never grow as well.
